behalf, is published as required under the said Sub-Section 
(1) of Section 24 of the Act for information of all persoas 
likely to ho affected thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft rirles will be taken into considration on or 
after the expiry of thiitv day from the dale of publication 
of this Notification in the official gazette. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
by the Sccretray to the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar 
Ha\eli, Silvassa with regard to the said draft before the 
expiry of abovesaid period will be considerd by the Adminis¬ 
trator. 

DRAFT RULES 

RULE 1. Short title, extent and comtncnceiuent 

(1) These Rules may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli, Preventiou of Food Adulteration Rules, 1984. 

(ii) These rules extend to the whole of the Union Terri¬ 
tory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli, except the local 
areas falling within the jurisdiction of the Cenral 
Government, so notified by the Government. 

(lii) These Rules shall come Into force from the d-atc of 
the publication in the official gazette. 

RULE 2. Definitions ;—^In these rules, unless there is any¬ 
thing repugnant m the subject of context:— 

tu) “Act" means the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Act, 1954 (37 of 1954). 

rb) “Central Rules” means the P.F.A. Rules, 1955. 

(c) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

(d) “Government” means the Administration of Union 
Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

(e) “Manufacturer” means a person [persons engaged in 
any process incldential or ancillary to the manufac¬ 
ture of an article of food. 

(f) “Whole Saler" megns a person engaged in the busi¬ 
ness of sale or storage for the sale or distribution of 
any article of food for the purpose of resale. 

(g) “Retailer” means a dealer of any article of food 
othei- than wholesaler, 

(h) “HawlMr" means a person who has no fixed place 
of business and carries the business of selling a food 
fiom place to place. 

(i) “Fcod (Health) Authority” means the officer as 
defined or notified as such under Section 2 (vi) of 
the Act. 

All other words and phrases used but not defined in these 
rules shall have the meaning as assigned to them in the Act 
or Rules made thereunder. 

RUFF 3. TFc Government may by notification, delegate to 
exercise any one or more of the powers and func¬ 
tions conferred by the Act on the Administration, to 
the Food (Health) Authority. 

RULE 4. Powers and Duties of Food (Health') Authority. 

(i) The Chief Medical Officer of the Administration 
shall be the Food (Health) Authority within the 
Union Territory of Dqdra and Nagar Haveli and 
shall be responsible for general Superintendent of the 
Administration and enforcement of the Act. 

(ii) The authority wherever called upon to do so sh.all 
advice the Administration in matter relating to 
Administration and enforcement of the Act. 

(iii) The Food (Health) Authority shall have powers to 
prohibit the sale or manufacture for sale, store sell 
or distrubutlon of any article of food in the interest 


of Public Health in the whole Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli or any local areas by a 
notification and for a period as may be specified 
therein. 

(i\ ) Food (Health) Authority shall control and supervise 
the duties and operations of Public Analysts, local 
Authorities, locaj (Health) Authorities and Food 
Inspectors as notified under the Act, and Rules there¬ 
under. 

(v) Food (Health) Authority may fiom time to time 
delcg.'itc in writing .ill or any of his powers and 
functions under the Act to a local authority or a 
subordinate authority. 

(vi) Appeals against the decision of the Food (HealtlU 
Authority shall bo with the Collector of the territorv 
and appeals on the Lleclsion made by the Collector 
shall be made to the administrator whose decision 
shall be final. 

(vii) Food (Health) Auhority shall arrange the (laining 
of Food Inspector. 

(viii) Food (Health) Authority shall review the )X)sition 
of implementation of Act from time to time and 
suggest to Administration to amend the nilcslstand- 
ards or otlier provisions to have a better and effective 
implementation of the Act. 

RULE 5. Power and Duties of Local (Health) Authority ; — 

(i) Local (Health) Authority shall bo subordinate to 
the Food (Health) Authority. 

(ii) Local (Health) Authority shall be responsible for 
day to day administration and enforcement of the 
Act within his jurisdiction. 

(iii) Local (Health) Authority may after giving notice to 
the vendor in writing, distroy any perishable article 
of food seized under Section 10 (4) of the Act, if 
ho is satisfied that such articles of food so deteriorated 
that it is unfit for human consumption. 

(iv) Local (Health) Authority shall receive two parts of 
the samples sent , by food inspectors and shall keep 
them under his safe custody. He sholl also receive 
an intimation to that effect that the Food Inspector 
has sent one part of the sample to the Public 
Analyst. 

(v) Whenjever a Public Analyst or a Food Inspector sent 
an intimation that the samples sent to Public Analyst 
is lostidamaged, the Local (Health) Authority shall 
send the other part to the Public Analyst for 
analysis. 

(vi) The Local (Health) Authority shall receive the 
report of the analysis from the Public Analysts. 

(vii) The Local (Health) Authority immediately after 
institution of irrosecution shall forward ,1 copy of 
the result of ananlysis report to such person for 
whom the sample was drawn and also the persons 
from whom the vendor purchase such article and 
whose name and other particular have been disclosed 
under Section 14-A as per procedure prescribed in 
Rule 9-A of Central Rules. 

(viii) The Local (Health) Authority shall have the powers 
to forward one nnrt of the sample ttj nnothei- public 
analyst so notified for the imrposc of Section 13 
(2 E) of the Act, whenever he is of the opinion that 
the report delivered by the public analyst is erro¬ 
neous. 

(ix) Where the sample conform.s to the provision of the 
Act or Rule made thereunder the Local (Health) 
Authority shall intimate the result to the vendor 
from whom the sample has been taken and also to 
the person, whose name, address and other particulars 
have been disclosed under Section 14-A of the Act, 
within IP days from the receirtt of the report from 
the Public Analyst, as per procedure laid down in 
Rule 9-A of Central Rules. \ 

ts) On requisition made bv the Court, the Local (Health) 
Authority shall forward partjor parts of the samples 
to the Court within the period of five days from the 
date of receipt of such requisition. 
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(xi) Where two parts of the samples Jiavc been sent to 
the Court and one part of the sample has been 
returned by the Court to the Local (Health) Autho¬ 
rity, the Local (Health) Authority shall keep that 
part till the certificate from the Duector, Central 
Food Laboratory is received. 

(xii) In case the sample sent to the Director, C.F.L. 
by Court is lost or damaged, the local (Health I 
Authority shall forward remaining part of the sam¬ 
ples to the court if so requisitioned. 

The Local (Health) Authority may receive u 
nomination from a company authorising Dircctorl 
Manager to be responsible .for offences under the 
Act. The Local (Health) Authority shall accept 
such nomination as per procedure prescribed nilo 
12-B of Central Rules. 

(xiii) The local (Health) Authority shall ensure that the 
instructionldirection issued by the Central Govern- 
mentlor Food (Health) Authority are strictly adhered. 

RULE 6. Condition for Licence :— 

(a) Any person desiring to manufacture for sale, stock, 
.sell, di.stiibii'e, or exhibit for sale any aiticles of 
foosl in respect of which a licence is required under 
rule 4R-A to JO of the Centrr.l Rules; shall apply 
for a Licence in Form-A appended to these rules, to 
Licensing Authority and shall be accompanied by a 
fee as prescribed in Schedule I and U and a medical 
certificate in From B also appended to these niles. 

(b) (i) The licence fee shall be either deposited in Oov- 
ernment iTeasury in the following Head of .account 
or paid in cash or sent by money order to the 
Licensing Authority within whose jurisdiction the 
premises are situated or the food manufactured and 
sold.

licence or suspends or cancells any licence, before 
making an order, it shall give licensee or the appli¬ 
cant a notice in writing to show cause within such 
time as mav be specified in the notice why snch an 
order should not be passed.

(i) Any .aritcle of food, which is declared as not intended 
for human consumptioji by a label or a notice board, 
should not be manufactured or stored on the same 
premises, where other articles of food .are manufac¬ 
tured or stored for sale under a licence. 

(jl The Licensing Authority may for sufficient reasons, 
issue a duphcMc licence on payment of rupee one 
with the word ‘Duplicate’ appearing proinlnently 
thereem, 

(k) The grinding mill owners and chakki owners, who 
grind articles of food such as wheat, gram, spices aw’ 
condiment for and on behalf of other per.son|or per¬ 
sons, shall maintain a register containing the name 
and full arldress of those person.s and the quantity 
and name of the article of food so ground. The 
register so maintained shall be open to inspection to 
the Food In.sncctor, Local Authority and Local

upon demand by any authorised officer. 

(l) The licence shall not be transferable without the 
written permission of the Licensing Authority.

In case" the licensee desires 
to keep for sale any additional article of food for 
which a licence is required, he shall apply for a 
licence which (if required to be granted separately 1 
will be subject to the payment of additional or extra 
fee, if any. 

(ml The conditions of licence herein prescribed shall be 
read with and shall be in addition fo the conditions 
of licence an conitions of sale provided under Rules 
49 and 50 of the Central Rules. 

(n) An application for renewal of the licence shall be 
made to the Licensing Authority before 25th March 
every year. 

Provided that if a person fails to apply for the renewal of 
hisllheir licence before 2.5th March, he' shall pay an additional 
fee of Rs. 2|- in case of a wholesaler_and_one nipce injhe 
of retailer. r -, i 

Provided further that a licence granted for a period of less 
than one year shall not be renewed.
